SHIP AHOY!I 


ATTLESHIPS 
ATTRACTIVE. 


YOUNG MEN OF THIS CITY ARE 
ANXIOUS TO ENLIST. 


Six Hundred Applications to Join 
the Navy Filed at New Recruiting 
Station in Los Angeles and Exam- 
inations Will Begin Today—Can- 
didates High Class. 


As a result of the opening of the 
naval recruiting station in this city, 
a most estonishing number of appli- 
cants have signified their intention 
of joining the navy, if successful in 
passing the required examinations. I+ 
is stated by the officers in charge of 
the local station that since the open- 
ing of the bureau here that upwards 
of 600 men have stated that they will 
try the examinations for enlistment 
in Uncle Sam's service. The usual 
successful percentage @f candidates in 
these eXaminations is estimated at 
50 per cent., and working on this basis 
as an estimate, Los Angeles will send 
in the neighborhood of 300 recruits 
to augment the nation’s sea-fighting 
force. 

Lieut. Commander Olmsted states 
that the cause of this unprecedented 
desire to me attached to the navy 
at this time is twofold. His reasons 
are that it i# believed that the long 
term seamen will be taken aboard. the 
battleship fleet which ig shortly to- 
resume its globergirdiing trip and also 
the fact that American youths are the 
most patriotic on earth and many 
of them deem it their duty to serve 
their country voluntarily. 

All day yesterday the trained corps 
of recruiting officers in charge of the 
naval station in the San Fernando 
Building were kept busy answering 
questions and finding the probable rat- 
ing of the prospective sailors who are 
anxious for four years of life on the 
ocean. Lieut. Commander Olmsted, 
who is in charge of the local recruit- 
ing station, says that in hig opinion 
the candidates are 46 likely a lot of 
men as it has been his privilege to 
see since occupying his present post- 
tion. 

In appearance, physique and intelii- 
gence, the men will Teach an excep- 
tionally high standard. Retween 8% 
and 9 per cent. of those applying are 
natives of Los Ange! and if all of 
these were mentally and physically at 
this city would have a Strong line of 
fighting men on the “marine firing 
line.” Many of the applicants are 
quite youthful. In fact, the jarge 
majority of these are between 18 anda 
22 years of age, while many of them 
are lads just out of school’or college. 
The examinations which it ic neces. 
sary to pass to qualify 45 one of Uncle 
Sam's fighting men are very strict and

Today. as in fact. during all of the 
examination days, teste will be car- 
ried on in strict conformity with the 
navel regulations, whieh demand that
